ding than the appearance of 
barrenness which they exhibitj 
et even those are hot hopeless­ 
ly barren. 
By plowing under 
the slight vegetation they pro­ 
duce, and. following up the un 
dertaking by a liberal applica 
tion of lime, unless the soil it- 
selt is of a calcareous nature, 
and then sowing buckwheat, 
peas, or clover, to be turned in

Salt and lime are,very cflicicnt 
destroyers of slugs, snails, grub|, 
i&c. It is astonishing how ig­ 
norantly neglectful are the cul­ 
tivators of the soil, when their 
crops áreJíÁevasta^ed by the 
slug, not to dress them so-ps to 
render the surface of the soil 
quite white, during a promise 
of a few days’ dry weather, 
with caustic lime. It is instant 
destruction to every slug it falls 
upon, and those whom it mi.ss.- 
es are tfestroyed by their com ­ 
ing in contact with it, when 
moving in search of food. It is 
a Common practice to burn 
couch'.grass, docks, gorsc, and 
other vegetables which are 
very retentive of life, or slow in 
decay; a more uneconomical, 
unscientific jnethod of reducing 
them to a state more benefici­ 
al to the hind of which tíicj', 
were thercfuge, cannot be de.-. 
vised. In breaking" u¡) heáths, 
such exuvioc are very abundant 
but, in all cases, if the weeds,

el of salt and half a bushel of
